Two 
hundred years ago, in the Cit 
of London, three quarters of all 
the children born, died before 
the completion of their fifth 
year. That percentage has 
been pushed down until now it 
is something like 25 instead of 
75 per cent. 

Even now throughout the 
urban districts of America, one- 
seventh of all the babies born, 
die before they reach the age of 
one year. 

Milk poisoning, ignorance of 
mothers as to how to feed and 
care for children, lack of neces 
sary facilities for surgical and 
inedical treatment, inability, to 
nurse their babies either for 
physical or economic reasons 
these things lie back of the high 
rate of mortality among in- 
fants.

ship, is found in the economic 
conditions which compel child 


ren to work in order to assist 
the family to meet the every 
day drain on the purse and to .

STRONG AGAINST 
NE TEMERE DECREE 


A strong pronouncement 
against the Ne Temere decree 
and a warning to the people of 
the church to abstain from mix- 
ed marriages till the situation 
is cleared up, was passed unani- 
mously by. the Presbyterian 
General Assembley at Ottawa 
after Dr. Duval, of Winnipeg 
and Principal Scrimger, of 
Montreal had spoken in favor 
of the resolution. It had -been 
announced that the matter 
would be discussed and the 
church was filled to capacity. 
The adoption of the resolution 
was ted with loud applause 
by all present. The resolutions 
after emphasizing the sacred na- 
ure of the marriage tie, went 
on: “In as much as marriage 
involves R Aeen social and sag 
ights, it is necessary that 

ee ostekate be entered, into 
under the full sanction and se- 
curity of the civil government. 
We deeply regret that any de- 
nomination should presume to 
reflect upon, or morally or ma- 
terially damage any persons 
that may be united in marriage 
according to the provisions of 
he civil law, whether with or 
without the sanction of any 


particular religious denomina- 
tion. 

“While recognizing the right 
of any church to make regula- 
tions for the discipline of. its 
members, it is desirable that 
marriage unions once formed 


should not be cancelled for any 
but the most weighty ethical 
reasons, 
“That the legislatures of the 
various provinces be urged to 
remove as far as possible all 
ambiguity in the law respecting 
the validity of marriages and 
provide that the legal hindranc- 
es to marriages should be defin- 
ed by the civil law and not by 
any church or other body, 
whose rules do not apply to the 
whole community.

IMMIGRATION 


AND GROWTH 


Canada can afford to discrimi 
nate in matters of immigration. 
While it may seem selfish and 
unreasonable to deprive foreign- 
ers of the better prospects of 
success which our genial condi- 
tions afford, it is quite fair to 
take precautions against in- 
fluences tending to lower our 
average standard of citizenship. 
We have not been waiciently 
successful in solving the prob- 
lems of growth to warrant us 
in keeping the doors open for 
all who may choose to come. 
Last year we deported 784 who 
were found to be physically un- 
fit or likely through evil ten- 
dencies to become recruits in 
our criminal population. This 
seems a large record, and it is 
made more conspicuous by the 
fact that during the same year 
17,816 were rejected at the dif- 
ferent ports of entry. This 
seems like a startling record, 
but as 15,404 were citizens of 
the United States, it indicates 
nothing more serious than bor 
der activity in turning back the 
undesirable floating population. 

A bulletin recently published 
shows the total immigration 
for the last decade to have been 
close to two millions. Of these 
about 750,000 were from Bri 
tain and 700,000 from the Unit 
ed States. During the latter 
yours of this period the influx 
1a8 greatly increased. As 
American opportunities 
closing and conditions in the 
Republic are approximating 
those Qf Kurope the volume of 
immigration from the United 
States has proportionately in 
creased. Whatever justification 
there may have been for indis- 
Criminate admission before the 
cpio of industrial conditions 
yecame a possibility in Canada,

HAIL INSURANCE 


Those who desire to avail 
themselves of the provisions of 
the provincial Hail Insurance 


Act should bear in mind these 
two sections of the amended 
law:

vince of Alberta the Minister 
may and is hereby empowered 
to enter into a contract to in- 
demnify against actual loss or 
injury to growing crops by hail 
tq an amount of $4 for each 
and ev acre insured. 
$2. o contract shall be va- 
lid or binding where the appli- 
cation made under section 5 of 
this Act is not made and _re- 
ceived by the Provincial Trea- 
surer on or before the lst day 
of July, and before hail has 
fallen on the crops insured or 
any part thereof.”

THE PRICE OF CEMENT. 


Methods of oe ce- 
ment and other commodities 
change from time to time. All 
chanyes tend to a lessening cost 
The old fashioned mill stones 
have given way to the rollers 
—more flour is extracted from 
the wheat berry, and the buyer 
does not pay as much as if 
flour milling were still being 
done in the small mill with half 
a dozen pair of stones. The po- 
etical side is lost—the mill wheel 
now is dead ; but gone also is 
the unhealthy life of the stone 
dresser 


In the same way the manufac 
turing ‘of cement has progressed 
from the smal! mill making a 
few hundred barrels a day from 
marl to the new modern con- 
cern tirning out five thousand 
from rock. The latter has to 
work constantly at its maxi- 
mum in Order to manufacture 
at the lowest cost. It is prac- 
tically impossible for the small 
mill to compete with the laryer, 
excepting where favored by lo- 
cal conditions. In proof of this 
it will be noted that the Cana 
da Cement Co., in forming its 
merger, included but one  larye 
mill, and that only because the 
owners of it were in control of 
some of the larye modern con 
cerns.

tion to the standing policy of 
the Liberal government, which 
has always been low tariff and 
expansive trade relations. 

xpressing his regret that 
the local member, C. A. Ma- 
grath, did not see-eye to eye 
the government on the recipro- 
city question, he went on to 
show his reasons for supporting 
the measure. 

“Let us look at the question, 
not as it affects Western Can- 
ada only, but in its relation to 
the whole Dominion. 

“Tt is one of the inherent 
characteristics of human nature 
to buy cheaply and sell dearly. 
We are all customers; therefore 
we want to buy as cheaply as 

ssible. On the other hand it 

is the duty of the yovernment 
to provide the best possible 
markets for the producer, so 
that he may obtain the highest 
0ssible prices for his produce. 
if Canada produced sothing the 
United States wanted, and the 
United States nothing Canada 
wanted, there would be no need 
for reciprocity. But the total 
yearly trade of $250,000,000 
yearly between the two coun- 
tries shows this is not the case. 
The high duties of 50 and 35 
per cent. on the products inter 
changed go into the treasury of 
each country. Remove — the 
tariff on both sides, and the pro 
ducer and consumer alike yet 
the benefit, one getting a com 
petitive market for his goods, 
and the other being able to 
buy goods at the present price, 
less the duty. 

“Tariff has a protective effect. 
This is really what the United 
States tariff is for; not for the 
revenue it affords, but for pro 
tection of industries.

ssible to give the Canadian 
sence the same price for his 
wheat as the United States far- 
mer gets for his, then the Cana- 
dian government should do so. 
It is essentially right to give 
the Canadian farmer what he 
wants from the United States 
without duty, and to give the 
United States markets to him 
for his produce with the United 
States tariff removed. ’ 

Taking up the question of 
whether the Liberal government 
has kept faith with the Cana- 
dian people in its tariff policy, 
he cited several instances to 
show that the present govern- 
ment “has always lived up to 
its low tariff policy. First it 
wiped out all specific duties. 
Then it later made a general re- 
duction on the tariff. Later it 
brought about British prefer- 
ence, and a reduction of the tar- 
iff on raw materials required by 4 
Canadian manufacturers. Now 
it has this chance to meet the 
first advance of the United $9 
States government, whereby 
the tariff wall between these 
two countries will be complete- 
ly removed. 

The Conservatives have howl- 
ed that the Liberal party did 
not live up to the promises of 
their low tariff polley. Now
